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IV. REMARKS 

In Frid et al the initial activation takes place through the 
actions of the user and not automatically during the handshafce of 
a phone call. Thus, the system according to Frid requires an 
active user, in the present invention the maintenance message is 
sent automatically during the handshake of an incoming call/ 
i.e., the user does not activate the function in question, but 
the terminal does it automatically . Frid does not disclose a 
completely automatic maintenance, because it requires user 
activation. In Frid the maintenance can be continued 
automatically until the user cancels it, but in any case, the 
maintenance requires the user to activate it first, i.e., 
maintenance is not completely automatic (see column 6, lines 20 
to 30, especially lines 20 to 22) . 

Claim 1 has been amended to recite N \„ automatically starting the 
setting up of the message maintaining../'. The remaining 
independent claims 11 and 18 already recite this feature. 

Since this feature is not in Frid, the rejection of claims 1-4, 
6-14, 16-19 and 21-22 under 35 USC 102 should be withdrawn* 

Further, since there is no suggestion of the automatic generation 
of the maintenance message, these claims are unobvious over it. 

Chen relates to several simultaneous call connections in a cabled 
and/or wireless network and, for example, to the transfer of a 
call (see abstract) - There is no disclosure of the automatic 
feature. Thus, combining Chen with Frid does not result in the 
present invention. 

Hence the rejection of claims 5, 15 and 20 under 35 USC §103 on 
Frid in view of Chen should be withdrawn. 
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For all of the foregoing reasons, it is respectfully submitted 
that all of the claims now present in the application are clearly 
novel and patentable over the prior art of record, and are in 
proper form for allowance. Accordingly, favorable 

reconsideration and allowance is respectfully requested- Should 
any unresolved issues remain, the Examiner is invited to call 
Applicants' attorney at the telephone number indicated below.
